BOARD OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL CONCERNS REPORT 
was presented by Erwin Schwiebert, who moved its adoption. It 
was adopted. (See Report) 


He asked that the reports of the Committee on Social and 
Economic Relations, and the Committee on World Peace, be 
presented later. 


Ralph A. Lawrence presented the REPORT OF THE COM- 
MITTEE ON TEMPERANCE AND GENERAL WELFARE, and 
moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See Report) 


Ralph A. Lawrence presented Robert Hoag, of the Idaho Alco- 
hol Narcotics Education Foundation, Inc., who spoke briefly on 
the work in Idaho schools.

THIRD DAY, FOURTH SESSION 
Thursday Morning, May 26, 1960 


The Quiet Hour of Prayer was observed in the Chapel at 8 
a.m. with Mrs. Harold N. Nye furnishing the organ.music. 


CORPORATE SESSION: The session was called to order by 
the Bishop at 8:20 a. m. by the singing of the hymn “Holy, Holy, 
Holy” followed by prayer. He immediately turned the chair to 
Floyd E. White, President of the Conference Board of Trustees, 
who in turn called upon Vice President Homer S. Deal to preside 
that he himself might serve as a resource person. The purpose of 
the Corporate session was explained by Mr. Deal. 


The minutes of the previous session were read and approved. 

Edson H. Deal, Treasurer of the Board of Trustees, read his 

Reece and moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See 
epor 


Paul Owens, A. M. Thomas, and Homer 8. Deal were nom- 
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inated for the Class of 1963. Harold N. Nye moved the election 
of these men. They were elected. 


Floyd E. White reported on the sale of the Harper property 
consisting of one lot. 


Reports of various camp sites were heard. Floyd E. White 
reported on progress made at the Wallowa grounds, including 
sale of more lots and the plan to trade lots with Mrs. Weaver 
who leases property within the future fenced in area. Also he 
reported improvements on the water system. 


Marshall Fisher reported on the Sawtooth Camp Site. He 
stated that the new wing on the lodge had been completed, the 
water system improvements were being contemplated. The pos- 
sibility of a swimming pool to be constructed later, and that a 
Sane had been hired for the period of June 1st until August 

st. 


Herbert E. Richards reported on the new Payette Lake 
Camp Site. He stated that some improvements had been made 
and that considerable army surplus supplies had been acquired. 
He showed a chart of anticipated development, and stated that 
a storage building was needed this summer. Ledru A. Williams 
reported that an Older Youth Group may possibly plan to use 
the site this summer. Mr. Richards explained how the army 
surplus supplies were obtained by becoming a part of the Civil 
Defense plan in case of emergency, and that such plan will be 
carried out at this site. 


Leonard Clark moved that the same action be taken in regard 
to the Sawtooth and Wallowa camp sites. It was so ordered. 


Leonard Clark moved that the Treasurer be authorized to 
draw a check in the amount of $50 payable to the Conference 
Claimants Fund. The motion carried. 


Karl] Johnson presented the matter of the home for the new 
Wesley Foundation Director at Pocatello and requested informa- 
tion as to whose oversight it should come under, that of the 
Conference or of the local church. No action was taken. 


James E. White moved we grant the Gem County Ministerial 
Association authority to conduct services in our church building 
at Ola now abandoned by our church. The motion was defeated, 
with the understanding that such decisions remain in the hands 
of the District Superintendent. 


Homer S. Deal then turned the chair back to President White 
who urged both lay and ministerial members to visit our camp 
sites this summer. 


Edson H. Deal moved we adjourn. We adjourned at 9:45 a. m. 
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A half hour recess was had by Conference members who 
enjoyed coffee and cookies served by the host Woman’s Society. 


REGULAR SESSION: The Bishop called upon John B. Sims 
to report for the Journal Committee. He reported that yester- 
day’s minutes had been read and approved. 


REPORTS OF THE STATISTICIAN AND TREASURER: 
Statistician, V. Leon Bolen spoke briefly in behalf of a sum- 
marized mimeographed report from the tabulation sheets, lifting 
out certain pertinent facts. Treasurer, J. H. Coulter did likewise 
concening copies that had been distributed to the Conference. 
The Bishop urged us_ to take our statistical reports seriously, 
pointing out that in them we can find many tasks to be done. 
(See Reports). Both officers joined in the following expression 
of appreciation: “Your statistical officers are grateful for the 
cooperation given them by ministers and laymen in getting 
the reports in promptly. We express sincere thanks for the 
splendid assistance of those who helped with the tabulation 
of the reports, namely: Mrs. Ed Hollis, Jr., Mrs. C. E. Graham, 
Mrs. Curtis D. Tomlinson, Mrs. C. E. Hobson, Mrs. Wynne Baker, 
Mrs. Karl R. Johnson, and Mr. Austin G. Rugger.”’ 


P. M. Hammond, retiring District Superintendent, spoke for 
his wife and himself in expressing their gratitude for cordiality 
received in the Conference during his six year tenure here. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HUMAN RELATIONS 
AND ECONOMIC AFFAIRS: This report which had been mimeo- 
graphed and copies distributed, was presented by Keith Mills, 
who moved its adoption. It was seconded. P. M. Hammond moved 
an amendment, that we strike out “b” of section 2, “Education” 
and substitute the following: “We believe our federal government 
should assist the construction of public school buildings. and only 
of buildings, and not of current expense items, by making funds 
available on a matching basis.” The amendment was defeated. 


Ralph A. Lawrence moved deletion of the words “whether or 
not Roman Catholic” found on page 2, section 5. They were 
deleted. Willis Ludlow then moved the complete deletion of para- 
graph “c” under 5, “Politics.” The motion lost. 


The report as a whole was then adopted. (See Report) 


Bishop Grant appointed the new BOARD OF MINISTERIAL 
TRAINING for the quadrennium, 1960-64 as follows: V. Leon 
Bolen, Wendell Coe, Leonard Clark, C. Keith Mills, Dennis 
Mullins, J. Warne Sanders, Raymond A. Thompson, and George 
Trobough. 


RECESS: A fifteen minute recess was declared at 10:30 a. m. 
The session reconvened at 10:45 a.m. 
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INVITATION TO ANNUAL CONFERENCE, 1961: Homer 
S. Deal of Boise First Church, extended an invitation in behalf 
of his church, to be host to the 1961 Annual Conference Session. 
He was joined in this by one of his pastors, Meredith Groves, 
and by Mrs. Floyd Copeland, a lay member. The invitation was 
gratefully accepted. 


PRESENTATION: Paul V. LaRue presented Allen Neece, 
Conference M. Y. F. President. 


Martindale Woods announced that John H. Ross, now the 
oldest retired minister of the Conference, is unable to attend Con- 
ference due to his wife’s illness. The Secretary was instructed 
to send our greetings to him. 


REPORT NO. 2 OF THE COMMISSION ON WORLD SERV- 
ICK AND FINANCE was presented by A. M. Thomas, Chairman. 
The report was adopted by sections. He then moved the adoption 
of the report as a whole. It was adopted. (See Report) 


A. M. Thomas explained the increase in askings as being due 
largely to the Pension Fund needs, together with the increased 
World Service askings. He strongly urged a 100% acceptance 
and payment during the new year. He offered to give several 
hours labor to working out at the seat of the Conference, the 
new local church apportionments. 


Bishop Grant announced a change in the afternoon session as 
follows: 2 to 2:30 p. m., a unified session of the Conference; 2:30 
p.m. ministers in full connection will meet in the Chapel while 
Laymen meet in the sanctuary, and another unified session at 
3:45 p.m. 


MORNING WORSHIP: The session adjourned at 11:15 a. m. 
for the Morning Worship led by the Bishop. He spoke on the 
theme, “‘Saboteurs of The Spirit.” 


BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES LUNCHEON was held in the 
Fellowship Hall with Conference Lay Leader, Ledru A. Williams, 
as Master of Ceremonies. He introduced the following persons: 
The District Lay Leaders; Associate Lay Leaders and their 
wives; District Superintendents Stanley E. Andrews and P. Mal- 
colm Hammond, Mrs. Hammond; the Host Lay Leader, Alan 
Gilmore; the Host Pastor, Harold N. Nye; his wife; and Homer 
S. Deal. Clarence Biggs, accompanied by Earl Boyes, sang, ‘‘For 
You Alone.” 


Ledru A. Williams presented Prof. Niles H. Barnard of the 
University of Nebraska, Conference Lay Leader of the Nebraska 
Annual Conference. Prof. Barnard brought a challenging mes- 
sage on “The Layman’s Place In The Church.” 
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THIRD DAY, FIFTH SESSION 
Thursday Afternoon, May 26, 1960 


The session convened at 2 p.m. First order of business was 
the REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PEACE AND WORLD 
ORDER which was presented by Orville Coats, who moved its 
adoption. It was adopted. (See Report) 


Erwin Schwiebert, Chairman of the Board of Christian Social 
Concerns, outlined the church’s organization for Christian Social 
Concerns. He mentioned as excellent, the Methodist social 
concerns magazine, “Contact.” 


REPORT OF THE CAMP PROPERTY AND DEVELOP- 
MENT COMMITTEE: This report was given by Chairman Paul 
L. Ludlow, who made reference to the Pre-Conference report. He 
moved its adoption without it being read on the floor of the Con- 
ference. It was adopted. (See Report) 


Orville Coats moved “the creation of a Committee on Camps 
and Conferences, responsible to and under the direction of the 
Conference Board of Education; that said committee on Camps 
and Conferences consist of two sub-committees: a) Committee 
on Camp Program; b) Committee on Camp Property. This Com- 
mittee on Camps and Conferences shall meet at least once a year 
and determine areas of responsibility for each sub-committee. 
(This new committee would replace the present Camping Com- 
mittee and Camp Property and Development Committee.) Mem- 
bership of the committee shall be composed of three members 
of the Board of Education; three members of the Board of 
Trustees, and three laymen from each District, and other mem- 
bers at large.”’ The motion carried. 


PRESENTATIONS: Bishop Grant presented Earl W. Riddle 
and Robert McMaster, new members of our Conference by trans- 
fer; Donald Campbell, a former member of the Conference; and 
Meredith Groves, father of our own Meredith R. Groves. 


Recess was declared at 2:30 p. m. at which hour the Executive 
Session and the Laymen’s Session were scheduled. 


, LAYMEN’S SESSION was held in the sanctuary while the 
ministers in full connection met in the chapel. Conference Lay 
Leader, Ledru A. Williams presided. Prayer was offered by 


Leland Deal, after which he led in group singing with Mrs. Nye 
at the piano. 


Professor Niles Barnard, guest Lay Speaker, summarized the 
changes in the Lay Program of the church as passed by the 
General Conference. Chairman Williams summarized the pro- 
posed Lay Program for the conference year, 1960-61. 
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Homer S. Deal presented the “Wills and Legacies” and the 
Stewardship” proposed projects. 


The remainder of the session was devoted to questions from 
the floor. They pertained mainly to procedures involved in the 
activities of the 1960-61 program. 


The meeting adjourned at 3:30 p. m. 


EXECUTIVE SESSION: During the Lay Session, the min- 
isters in full connection met in the chapel under the leadership 
of Bishop Grant who called the group to order and led in prayer. 


The required “Disciplinary Questions” pertaining to “Minis- 
terial Relations” were answered. (See under Part II of “Dis- 
ciplinary Questions’’) 


The benediction was pronounced by P. M. Hammond. 
UNIFIED SESSION was opened at 3:50 p. m. 


Report No. 3 of the COMMISSION ON WORLD SERVICE 
AND FINANCE was presented by A. M. Thomas, Chairman, 
requesting permission to place $20,000 of reserve funds with the 
Methodist Investment Fund, and nominating Joseph H. Coulter 
as Conference Treasurer for the 1960-61 quadrennium. Both re- 
quests were granted and Mr. Coulter elected. (See Report) 


REPORT ON THE HEIFER PROJECT, INC.: P. M. Ham- 
mond called attention to the Pre-Conference Report on page 16 
and lifted up the worthiness of this project, stating that it is 
now a project of the Methodist Committee on Overseas Relief. 
He called upon Orville A. Coats who will accompany a shipment of 
heifers to Japan this summer. Mr. Coats spoke on the work of 
the committee in Boise and Payette Valleys. P. M. Hammond 
moved adoption of the report for inclusion in the Journal. It was 
adopted. (See Report) 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EVANGELISM was presented 
by Chairman Wendell L. Coe. He announced that the A. B. Par- 
rett Evangelism Plaque had been won by the Mackay Church for 
the second time. He presented the plaque to Rev. and Mrs. J. J. 
Fleming, Pastor, and to the laymen from the Mackay Church. 
The award is based upon the highest percentage of gain in mem- 
bership on profession of faith. 


Wendell L. Coe moved the adoption of the report as it appears 
in the Pre-Conference Report, page 8, without reading it on the 
floor of the Conference. The report was adopted. (See Report) 


Bishop Grant called attention to the Portland Area Evan- 
gelism Mission to begin on Ash Wednesday, Feb. 15, 1961. 
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PRESENTATION: Allen Neece, Conference M.Y.F. President 
presented Kyu Sik Lee, Korean student at the College of Idaho, 
who is being supported by the Conference M.Y.F. to the extent 
of $500 per year. He spoke briefly expressing his appreciation. 


Allen Neece then gave a resume of the Conference M.Y.F. 
activities this past year. Plans for the future include the Con- 
ference Rally to be held at Ontario, June 3-5. He reported the 
M.Y. Fund down somewhat, but stated over $600, paid to the 
Korean Student Scholarship Fund. Records show an increase in 
membership this year of 78. He urged the employment of a 
full-time Youth Director for the Conference, so that the youth 
program might become more effective. 


Paul J. LaRue moved we suspend the standing rule concerning 
the necessity of mimeographing all reports in the above case 
and that the Conference Secretary be authorized to print this 
report in the Journal. It was so ordered. (See M.Y.F. Report) 


Orville A. Coats, for the Board of Education, distributed copies 
of a recommendation and motion concerning the Inter-Board 
Council, including the employment of a full-time Executive Sec- 
retary for the Conference. It was seconded. 


Stanley E. Andrews moved a deletion in “Section II,’’ namely 
the line, “Said employment to be not later than September, 1961.” 
This line was deleted. The report as a whole was then adopted. 
(See Report) 


SALMON CHURCH: Don Ian Smith, Pastor, presented the 
matter of the Salmon Church isolation from other Idaho Con- 
ference Churches, due to distance. He moved that “the Idaho 
Conference go on record as favorable to an action to change the 
Area boundary and the Conference boundary so that Lemhi 
County in Idaho (the Salmon River Parish) can be made a part 
of the Montana Conference.” It was seconded. It was then ex- 
plained that both the Idaho and the Montana Conferences must 
act upon the matter prior to the Jurisdictional Conference action. 
It was so ordered. 


P. M. Hammond offered an amendment that the Salmon 
Church be requested to wait until 1961. The amendment was 
defeated. The original motion carried. 


A. M. Thomas moved that the Salmon share of the World 
Service and Conference Benevolences and Administration Fund 
be redistributed over the Conference. Authority was granted. 


CREDIT UNION: Bishop Grant called attention to the North- 
west Methodist Credit Union and its operation, and has dis- 
tributed a tract, “Why I Like Our Credit Union.” He urged more 
ministers to join. 
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PRESENTATION: Ledru A. Williams, Conference Lay Lead- 
er, presented Professor Niles H. Barnard of the University of 
Nebraska who came as a special guest speaker for the noon Lay- 
men’s Luncheon. 


Stanley E. Andrews moved appreciation of the Conference to 
Orville A. Coats and his church staff for assuming responsibility 
of printing the Pre-Conference Reports; also to Charles W. 
Easley, Jr., and his staff at Whitney Church for assembling these 
reports so that we could have them on time. The motion carried. 


A time was set for the organization of new Conference Boards 
and Committees immediately following adjournment, each group 
to report the results of its elections to the Conference Secre- 
tary for inclusion in the Journal. 


The Benediction was pronounced by W. A. MacArthur at 
5 p.m. 

DINNER: Paul Owens, Lay Member of Collister Church, 
Boise, presided. Karl Johnson, Eastern District Lay Leader, 
offered the blessing. Introduced were: Prof. Niles H. Barnard, 
Lay Leader of the Nebraska Annual Conference; new members 
of the Conference, Ear] W. Riddle and Robert McMaster; George 
Allen, Chaplain at the Oregon State Hospital, Pendleton, Oregon ; 
and Mrs. Paul Owens. Clarence Biggs led the group in singing 
several hymns. 


EVENING WORSHIP SERVICE was conducted in the Sanc- 
tuary with Raymond A. Thompson presiding. The Junior Choir 
sang two anthems, “Whispering Hope” and “Saviour, Hear Us, 
We Pray” by Brahms. The Chancel Choir sang “Hear Our 
Prayer” by Cheneweth. The Rev. Bob Moon gave the evening 
sermon entitled, “The Lost Gospel of Peace.”

Friday Morning, May 27, 1960

THE BUSINESS SESSION opened at 8:30 a.m. with the 
singing of the hymn, “I Need Thee Every Hour.” 


John B. Sims for the Journal Committee reported that the 
minutes of yesterday’s sessions had been read and approved. 
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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON GROUP HOSPITAL 
INSURANCE was presented by V. Leon Bolen, Chairman. Copies 
of the report had been distributed. He moved adoption of the 
report. It was adopted. (See Report) 


Earl W. Riddle moved that the Insurance Committee be in- 
structed to consider raising the level of coverage by means of in- 
creased premiums. It was so ordered. (The Committee later 
reported. ) 


REPORT OF THE BOARD OF LAY ACTIVITIES: The 
mimeographed report was presented by Conference Lay Leader, 
Ledru A. Williams who moved its adoption. It was adopted. (See 
Report) 


REPORT ON THE GENERAL CONFERENCE: Lay Dele- 
gate, Ledru A. Williams, presented his impressions of the General 
Conference noting three significant things concerning it: 1) the 
impressive Holy Communion service, 2) the immensity of the 
Methodist Church with its world-wide scope, and 3) its democratic 
nature. He expressed his admiration for the bishops for their 
skill in handling the Conference. He thanked the Conference for 
sending him. 


V. Leon Bolen moved reconsideration of the Group Hospital 
Insurance Committee’s Report. It was so ordered. He then re- 
ported that the World Service and Finance Commission states 
that a 20% boost in individual minister’s share of premiums 
would be necessary to move to the next bracket of coverage. 
(This would not affect th Conference share.) Ralph R. Fothergill 
moved that we increase the insurance coverage to the next level. 
It was so ordered. 


Wendell L. Coe moved that the Idaho Annual Conference go on 
record as favoring the present boundaries of the Portland Area 
be retained as a unit.

P. M. Hammond moved that Stanley E. Andrews and Orville 
A. Coats be re-elected to serve on the Board of the Idaho Narcotics 
Education Foundation, Inc. They were elected. 


REPORT OF THE WESLEY FOUNDATION at Eastern 
Oregon College at LaGrande which had been distributed on 
Wednesday afternoon, was presented by C. Keith Mills, who spoke 
briefly on the work. 

REPORT OF THE WESLEY FOUNDATION at Idaho State 
College, Pocatello, was presented by V. Leon Bolen. Copies had 
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been distributed on Wednesday. He lifted out some highlights of 
the report, and stated that the new Director would arrive in the 
next two weeks. 


Stanley E. Andrews moved an expression of appreciation to 
the pastors who are now carrying on the work of the Wesley 
Foundations. It was so ordered. 


_ Bishop Grant requested P. M. Hammond to take the chair in 
his absence. Mr. Hammond complied. 


The matter of the required Committee on Camps and Con- 
ferences as directed by the recent General Conference, and as 
raised yesterday came to the floor. Thomas W. Foster moved that 
we refer the matter back to the Nominating Committee, with the 
assumption members of the committee are to serve one year. 
This motion was lost. 


Karl Johnson for the Nominating Committee, moved that we 
adopt the report of the Nominating Committee, including the 
changes, for the Committee on Camps and Conferences. It was 
seconded. Don Leech moved that James E. White be added to 
this committee. The motion carried and he was elected. Paul 
LaRue moved that nominations be closed.

Herbert E. Richards moved that the Nominating Committee 
of the Idaho Annual Conference be composed of the following 
six members: the two District Superintendents; the Eastern 
District Lay Leader; the Western District Lay Leader; one lay- 
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man elected from the Annual Conference; and one clergyman 
elected from the Annual Conference. It was so ordered, thus 
changing the standing Rule of Order on the matter. 


Stanley E. Andrews moved reconsideration of the earlier 
motion concerning the boundaries of the Portland Area. It was 
so ordered. Henry Haines then moved that we confirm our 
Memorial to General Conference passed last year, to become our 
action this year, the same to be forwarded to the Jurisdictional 
Conference as the action of this body. (The Memorial was read 
as it appears on Page 98, 1959 Journal). By common consent 
the word “‘probable” was changed to “possible” in the Memorial. 
The motion was carried. 


CONFERENCE LAY LEADER: P. M. Hammond nominated

Ralph R. Fothergill, in behalf of the Board of Christian Social 
Concerns, presented the following resolution and moved its 
adoption: “Even as we are meeting in this Conference session the 
news is arriving about the tragic disasters of earthquakes and 
tidal waves which have brought thousands of casualties to Chile, 
Japan, Hawaii, and other Pacific areas. We are glad that our 
Methodist Commission on Overseas Relief as well as other 
agencies of church and government are even now bringing aid 
and assistance to the needy of these areas, and we call upon our 
churches of the Idaho Conference to stand ready to help further 
as the appeal may come. Now, we respectfully ask our Bishop 
to lead the Conference in prayer for the disaster victims.” The 
resolution was unanimously adopted. 


Bishop Grant announced that Rey. Ben Hutchins, a retired 
member of another Conference who served later in our Con- 
ference, had suffered a severe heart attack.

Vie REPORTS 


A. UNIFIED REPORT OF THE DISTRICT 
SUPERINTENDENTS 


Bishop A. Raymond Grant, members of the Idaho Annual Conference, and 
other friends: 


This year we bid farewell to Dr. and Mrs. P. Malcolm Hammond as 
district leaders in our Conference. Six years ago they came to us from 
Oregon not knowing much of the Idaho Conference character. They leave 
us having begun many new activities which we hope will continue as a part 
5 the regular on-going program of the conference. Our prayers go with 
them. 


It is good to take inventory of parsonage families. Four babies have been 
born to bless that many homes. Suzanne Rene Ludlow to Willis and Anne 
of Wallowa; Douglas Mark Lawrence to Ralph and Beverley of Shoshone; 
Irma Jeanette Briggs to George and Elise of Shelley; Geneva Fae Har- 
greaves to Ted and Pat of Paul. We could add several grandchildren but 
let the grandparents speak for themselves. 


In loving memory, we remember the lives of William Ewing, C. I. 
Andrews, and F. I. Poage who have passed away from the ranks of the 
retired brethren to their homes in Glory. We also think of these parsonage 
homes where death and sickness have touched the immediate family rela- 
tions during the year. 


The church expands! There is a new church organized in Idaho Falls 
with seventeen members. This church will have a ministerial appointment 
this year. The Wesley Foundation at Pocatello has been ready for a director 
and will receive one this year who will also serve as Associate to the 
Pocatello pastor. A new Sunday School in the Boise Cole area, with mem- 
bership from the Whitney and Collister churches, is looking forward to 
organization soon as a new church. Fifty members are meeting in the 
Agricultural Extension Building in Boise. Bob McNeil has cultivated work 
at Juntura, Oregon, with assistance from several certified lay speakers 
in the Payette Valley. 


Churches are changing appearances each year. Because of expanding 
programs, new additions and new sanctuaries are necessary. This has 
happened at Ashton, Boise First, Castleford, North Powder, and Blackfoot. 
Burley recently consecrated its new educational unit. Parsonages have been 
built or purchased for Vale, Payette, Buhl, and Twin Falls. Building plans 
are under consideration at Baker, Middleton, Boise Collister, Buhl, Paul, 
Pocatello, Rupert, and Payette. Emmett continues to improve its present 
structure for educational space. Boise Collister and Payette have purchased 
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w building sites. Hendrix, LaGrande has done extensive redecorating, 
veniodeling. and landscaping. Kimberly has paid in full its building debt. 


Financially speaking, churches have paid $66,328 on their old debts. 
Building and improvements have cost the congregations $716,034 this year. 
Total indebtedness this year is less than last by $10,893. 


The Idaho Conference churches have incresaed their giving to World 
Service and Conference Benevolences by $810. Special credit and apprecia- 
tion is due those congregations which have oversubscribed their World 
Service apportionments. Four churches, Meridian, Rupert, Nampa-First, 
and Boise Whitney have given a combined amount of approximately $2300 
over and above their quotas. Ten other churches, Fruitland, Joseph, La- 
Grande Hendrix, New Meadows, Nyssa, Vale, Castleford, Jerome, Pocatello, 
and Wendell have also over subscribed. 


We still have some unfinished business with the Minister’s Reserve Pen- 
sion Fund. Approximately $9,871 is outstanding in the Eastern District, 
and $6,052 in the Western District. We anticipate much of this will be paid 
since some of the delinquent churches have placed it in their budgets for the 
coming year. Fifteen churches in the Eastern District have paid in full. 
Nineteen in the Western District have paid in full. Our many thanks to 
them. General Advance Specials have decreased by $1,112 this year. How- 
ever, we have had a general increase for the last six previous years. The 
Week of. Dedication and Fellowship of Suffering and Service have both 
experienced increases this year. 


Pastoral salaries have risen over the past year by $10,853. Although 
there are some salaries not within range of adequacy, the churches are 
making the effort to keep up with the rising cost of living. 


We rejoice in these measures of success as well as being concerned over 
the items which have not had enough stewardship emphasis. 


The 244 loss in church membership, in most churches, is a result of 
carrying out the directive of the last Annual Conference to bring the church 
rolls up to date by a membership audit. Thirty-eight fewer members were 
received by a profession of Faith this year than last. Our ratio in winning 
new members is 17 to 1— which means it took seventeen members to win 


one new one. Mackay more than doubled in membership under the pastoral 
guidance of J. J. Fleming. 


Not all can be said statistically. Growth in attitudes, church spirit, and 
activities are sometimes immeasurable, and will eventuate in certain 
statistical values later on. A person returning to a former church said she 
could feel the surge of activity and friendliness which was not in the church 
before. This kind of evangelism is not always measured in numbers. 


The Conference Board of Evangelism has given first-class help to instruct 
and guide in Visitation Evangelism. Preachers are getting together for 
concerted prayer and study. Such groups are regular in the Grande Ronde, 
and Payette Valley and the Wood River Sub-District. We encourage the 
fellowship of our pastors in such group meetings. We have experienced 
other outstanding leadership in several departments this year, Jennie Young- 
blood has come from the General Board to work in six of our smaller churches 
in Christian Education. Mrs. A. J. Denney of Caldwell, has given most 
graciously and conscientiously of her leadership abilities in the Conference 
children’s work. The Churchmanship school, with five General Board leaders 
were high points in our Conference activities this year. We hope that such 


Area wide arrangements may be made as soon as possible in this next 
quadrennium. 


Ira Gillet, missionary from Africa, and Dr 


of the Leonard Theological Seminary in J ubbulpor Seah da Soin rr Bee IGN 


re, India, visited and spoke 
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in several churches of the Conference. The Rev. Miss Grace Weaver, member 
of our Conference, appointed to Alaska, plans to visit five days in our 
churches. We have been glad to have Miss Celia Cowan, former missionary 
to China and Africa, for the many, many visits to our churches and the 
help given in our mission emphasis on Africa. We are grateful to Dr. I, L. 
Shaver, now living in Caldwell, for sharing with our churches out of his 40 
years experience in the mission field. 


Your District Superintendents commend the local churches which have 
geared their programs and interest to an increasing concern for an 
emphasis on church-related vocations. We are more than pleased with 
efforts which have been made through the Conference Commission on 
Christian Vocations. Although we are short this year of full-time ordained 
ministers, we look forward to future years when men now in seminary, and 
those now entering seminary, will return to serve our Conference. Six 
young men in Eastern District churches, now entering college, have their 
sights on ministerial careers. One young man will enter seminary this fall. 
Three will finish work in college from the Western District to enter seminary 
in 1961. We do have a “splendid line of splendor” finding its way through 
our Conference. Three men, Reilly Hook, Roger Knowlton, both of Poca- 
tello, and Bob Smith, formerly of our Conference, will be in missionary 
work soon. Many others will be reported by our Conference Commission on 
Christian Vocations. 


We would give special commendation to the small churches of our Con- 
ference which continue in great causes for the church. The 34 members of 
the W. S. GC. S. of the Murtaugh church raised $3585 to help pay for the 
new church building which was purchased from the Latter-Day Saints. An 
unusually successful year has been experienced in Boise Immanuel, Fair- 
field, Mackay, Glenns Ferry, Murtaugh, Castleford, Southside-Nampa, and 
Ashton. Aberdeen and Hagerman continue their same high standard of 
well-doing. 


Joseph, Wallowa, Elgin, Union, North Powder, Richland, Prairie City, 
and Jordan Valley can be given blue ribbons in the Western District for 
increases made and determined efforts to do better. 


We wish to thank the Woman’s Society of Christian Service for the 
cooperative spirit it has shown throughout the general work of the Con- 
ference, as well as for the specific increases and concern it has exemplified 
in its own program. The Methodist Men are showing increases through 
adding more chartered organizations in local churches. The Payette Valley 
men are newly organized as a sub-district work to be added to the Boise 
and Magic Valley Men’s work already begun. We are increasingly aware 
of more men giving service through the Certified Lay Speakers program of 
the church. 


We wish to recommend for your consideration in this coming year the 
following suggestions: 


J. Reconsider the functions, place, and emphasis of the Interboard 
Committee. For the last four years the Quadrennial Committee had assumed 
the functions of this Interboard. Can it be more than just a rubber stamp 
for the programs and budgets of the Conference boards? Is there a place 
for it to be a program strategy committee asking certain boards to bring 
in special program emphasis from year to year? A small committee may be 
appointed from the board to make specific recommendations for increased 
efficiency. 


2. The International Missionary Conference in Tacoma, Washington, and 
the Methodist Missionary Conference in Chugwater, Wyoming, are for lay 
people in local church positions of leadership in missions as well as for 
Conference leadership. These programs need implementation and publicity 
for the greatest good of our Conference, 
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3. We look forward to the implementation of an Area wide emphasis on 
Evangelism during this next year. We are aware of the continuing need 
and program of evangelism. To act as an Area in this special way will 
give more of an impact to our area churches. This will not be realized if 
we do it in a mechanical and artificial way, “Just because we have to,” as 
some may say. We can reap only what we sow. Periods of vital spiritual 
preparation are needed in all churches. Let us cooperate harmoniously in 
this endeavor. 


4. We could have every Idaho Pastor at the Pastors’ School in Tacoma, 
Washington this summer, (We can dream, can’t we?) Let the local church 
realize the importance of this, or like schools of instruction and inspiration, 
enough to encourage the pastor to attend without counting it as vacation 
time. 


5. Our Idaho Conference is cooperating with other major denominations 
in such programs as Comity and the Migrant Ministry. Each are important 
to carry on the vital program of Interdenominational cooperation. We feel 
that these two programs, along with other endeavors in cooperation, can 
be further enhanced through a State Council of Churches. We commend 
the existing regional Councils of Churches for the increased emphasis on 
interdenominational cooperation within a region of the state. This does 
not satisfy the need as a State Council would do. We hope that some day, 
a State Council will be organized within the State of Idaho, and we call 
upon the Idaho Conference when that day comes to consider it favorably. 


We respectfully submit this report as the District Superintendents of 
the Idaho Annual Conference during this past year.

B. STANDING BOARDS, COMMISSIONS, 
AND COMMITTEES 


1. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS 


A. Church Extension 

1. Idaho Falls, Idaho 
Plans are under way to organize a new church in this city. The 
congregation of Trinity Methodist Church is spearheading this effort. 
It has purchased the land and has set up the following committees: 
Budget — at least $800 toward a pastor’s salary; parsonage; and 
membership — calls are being made in the community in order to have 
a list for the pastor. This board has recommended to the General 
Board of Missions the sum of $3,000 to apply on the pastor’s salary. 

2. New Sunday School, Boise, Idaho

8. A Church Extension Fund 
There is now a remainder of only $2,000 in our church extension fund 
which was originally apportioned to our Board from Forward Move- 
ment Funds. To help meet the needs of an ever-increasing population, 
new churches need to be organized. A substantial revolving fund from 
which new congregations could borrow is our crying need. 


Church Improvement 

(Churches now engaged in building programs but requiring no assistance 
from either the General or Conference Boards will not be mentioned 
in this report.) 


. Baker, Oregon 


This congregation has been granted a $25,000 loan from the General 
Board to erect a $39,950 sanctuary, the second step in a three-unit 
building plan. The first step was the building of the first floor of an 
educational unit; the third step will involve the building of a second 
floor to this educational wing. 

2. Middleton, Idaho 
The people of this church have plans for a new sanctuary and educa- 
tional unit with the sanctuary being the first unit to be built. Its 
estimated cost is $22,000, seating 160 people and providing, also, a 
church office, rest rooms, etc. The General Board has granted them a 
loan of $10,000 and a grant of $3,000. 

3. Collister in Boise, Idaho 
Here, the greatest need is space for Sunday School. Lots north and 
east of the present property have been purchased on contract. To aid 
them in paying this debt the General Board has offered them a grant 
e $1,000 and our Conference Board of Missions has loaned them 

2,000. 

4. Blackfoot, Idaho 
This congregation has begun the building of an educational unit. To 
aid them financially your Conference Board has made available $2,500. 


. General Advance Specials 


Here are opportunities for giving to special projects at home and abroad: 
salaries of workers in the field, building projects, purchase of necessary 
supplies, and scholarship funds for needs of students in various sections 
of the world. These channels for giving are available to individuals, 
church organizations and entire churches. Those we would lift up for 
your special consideration are: (1) The Alaska Methodist College, soon 
to be opening in Anchorage, Alaska. An overall goal of $5,500,000 to 
build adequately for 500 students with $1,000,000 as the beginning of an 
Endowment Fund, must be met; (2) Rev. and Mrs. George Huber, 
formerly of our Conference, are now on the Island of Okinawa, attempt- 
ing to minister to the needs of armed services personnel at Ishikawa, a 
town of 20,000 located near two large Marine Camps and adjacent to a 
good beach facility used by all services. They are now raising funds for 
a new Christian Service Center under the joint auspices of the General 
Commission on Chaplains and the National Council of Churches of Christ 
in the U.S.A. Approval has now been given them to erect a $20,000 
building. Through Methodist channels all gifts are to be marked, “To be 
used for Ministry to Service Personnel, Okinawa.”; (3) Rev. and Mrs. 
Norman Case are missionaries from this area to the Philippines. They 
are especially concerned with the Idaho Conference balance in their “jeep 
fund” — $1,417.70. They suggest we make our payments to this special 
fund before helping with the operational expenses. 


. Conference Advance Specials 


Here are channels for giving within the bounds of our Conference: new 
buildings and equipment are needed at our campsites: Wallowa Lake, 
near Joseph, Oregon; Camp Sawtooth, 30 miles north of Fairfield, Idaho; 
the new camp grounds (yet undeveloped) located near Payette Lakes, 
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ll, Idaho. Our church at Paul, Idaho, is still hoping to build a much- 
ponies educational unit that its ministry to the newly-developed Recla- 
mation Area might be more effective. The Idaho Falls situation has 
already been mentioned in this report. Your gift to them could apply on 
the pastor’s salary, or it could apply on parsonage purchase or dwelling 
rental. As heretofore mentioned, we need to build a church-extension 
fund that new churches might receive monetary aid. A gift designated 
for this purpose will also receive “Conference Advanced Special” credit. 


. The Migrant Ministry 


Your Board of Missions has been interested in the work performed on 
the farms in this Conference. Within the state of Idaho migrant camps 
are located within the Conference bounds at Nampa, Parma, Wilder, 
Caldwell, Paul, and Twin Falls. Within Malheur County, Oregon (at 
Nyssa), there is also a large labor camp. The summer program at these 
camps is supervised by Miss Sarah Hall Goodwin, an employee of the 
National Council of Churches, Division of Home Missions, whose office 
is in Portland, Oregon. A staff of some 12 workers is needed for these 
camps this summer. Churches located near these camps also give vol- 
unteer service and help to welcome these workers to the church functions. 
As a following section of our proposed budget for the next church year 
will show, our Board has increased its giving to the Migrant Ministry by 
$50. 

From a “Summary of Survey in Seven Farm Labor Camps” by Frank 
Taylor some interesting information is obtained. I quote. 


“We estimate that 18% of all hired labor on the farm is performed 
by migrant workers. Their importance is enhanced by their willingness 
to travel from area to area when they are needed. .. . The problems 
brought the community are those of families in a lower income group, 
with lower educational advantages, often with a different language, 
and without roots in the community. . .. We found that almost all 
(96.8%) of the individuals coming to Idaho came with their families. 
The survey covered 867 individuals, 28 single workers, and 151 
different families. Considering the number of children included, the 
proportion of workers was quite high. The under-fourteen age group 
comprised 44% of all migrants. 53% of all persons were classed as 
workers. In the age group 18 and over, all men and % of the women 
were workers. In the 14 to 17 age group, 89% of the males and 87% 
of the females worked. 15% of the children from 6 through 13 years 
of age were workers, but no work was reported for children under 6. 
... While most migrants may name Texas as their home the majority 
spent more than half of each year in Idaho and often returned year 
after year. 73% of those interviewed had worked in Idaho previously 
for an average of 5.2 years, and of those who were in the state in the 
previous year, 61% stayed for 7 months. Most arrived in April and 
left in October. They worked in many crops, but almost all reported 
work in sugar beets and potatoes.” 


The Southern Idaho Migrant Ministry has adopted a budget of $3,125 
for 1960. The Oregon Migrant Ministry has adopted a budget for work 
in Malheur County of $600 for 1960, an increase of $50 over last year. 
We do encourage all of our churches located near these camps to assist 


in every way possible in their programs and in making them feel welcome 
to the church.

G. Conference Program 

Representing the General Board of Missions at our Churchmanship 
Schools held in October of 1959 was Richard G. Belcher, Executive 
Secretary of the Inter-Board Committee on Christian Vocations. In- 
struction was given to Commission on Missions representatives from 
our churches concerning the responsibility of each local church in the 
areas of Commission organization, missionary education and enlistment 
of youth for Christian vocations. Retired missionary from Africa, Ira 
Gillet, visited Eastern District churches in April. Speaking before 
various church groups in the Conference this past year were retired 
missionaries, Miss Celia Cowan (home from Africa and China), Rev. I. L. 
Shaver (home from Japan), Rev. Edward E. Dixon (home from Sumatra 
and China). Rev. Dixon is now pastor of our church at Burley. 


We continue to challenge those city situations where possibilities exist 
for the formation of new churches. We would encourage the Nampa 
church in its developing interest to start a new congregation there. 


From Conference Benevolence giving, $2,600 was allocated our Board for 
mission aid to some of our churches requiring help on pastors’ salaries. 
Four churches on the Western District received $1,400 this church year. 
Three Eastern District churches have also received monetary aid, 
although the figures are not available at this writing. The largest share 
of mission support comes from the General Board. Allocated to our 
Conference for this purpose this year was $6,750. 


H. Schools of Missions 

We do commend all churches which have this year organized a School 
of Missions, using as a text either the church-wide study book or one of 
the texts (a home mission and world mission theme) produced by the 
Commission on Missionary Education (National Council of Churches) on 
which our General Board of Missions has representatives. We do urge 
the above-mentioned churches to repeat again this year, and those 
churches which have not organized such a school we cordially invite to 
swell the ranks of participants. Available each year are three possible 
texts to be used in Schools of Missions: the church-wide study text which 
is for adult groups only, and two texts prepared by the Commission on 
Missionary Education, one on a world theme and one on a home theme. 
These latter two studies have correlated material available for children 
and youth. For the church year 1960-1961, the church-wide study book 
will be “Stumbling Block,” a study of alcohol and Christian responsibility. 
This has been a cooperative venture of four Methodist agencies. The two 
texts prepared by the Commission on Missionary Education are: (home 
mission theme), “Heritage and Horizons in Home Missions” —a study 
of the history and the present administration of Home Missions — and 
(world mission theme), “Into All the World Together” —a study of the 
"ecumenical movement in Missions. The Conference W.S.C.S. School of 
Missions will be held this year at the College of Idaho, Caldwell, July 
11-15. The adult material is always reviewed at this school. 

A second opportunity for a review of texts is the various Summer Mis- 
sionary Conferences held throughout the country. Two are available to 
us. The Pacific Northwest International Mission Conference (inter- 
denominational) will be held at the University of Puget Sound, Tacoma, 
Washington, August 5-10. If you are interested, you are asked to contact

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2. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EVANGELISM 
PLANS FOR THE 1960-61 PROGRAM 


The General Board of Evangelism has suggested that the next ten years 
be a “Decade of Dynamic Discipleship.” Your Conference Board proposes 
that this be our program too. It also proposes that at the same time we 
stand ready to cooperate with our Bishop in any Area-wide program of 
Evangelism that he might suggest. 


Statisticians have predicted a population increase of 32 million for the 
United States during this decade. The Idaho Conference will increase pro- 
portionally. If this is so, and we do not doubt these figures, the respon- 
sibility for our share of the 48 million babies that will be born during the 
1960’s becomes a real concern when one thinks of them in terms of souls to 
be won for Christ and his Kingdom. All will not be Methodist responsibility, 
of course, but our share plus persons migrating into the Idaho Conference 
should be enough to start several new churches. This will mean recruiting 
more preachers and full-time church workers. But more than that... it 
challenges each one of us to unite to go deeper while we are going farther 
... to have churches where there is more praying, more reading of the word 
of God, more witnessing, more understanding the deep and distinguishing 
factors of our faith. Long ago Jesus warned that this kind never comes out 
except by prayer and fasting. 


Therefore your Board of Evangelism proposes that for this first year 
of the “Decade of Dynamic Discipleship” there be: 


I. A Retreat for Methodist Ministers in a central location with an inspira- 
tional speaker from outside the Conference to guide and unite the over- 
all program. 


The Retreat should be divided into ‘“‘Buzz Sessions” of 10 to 12 persons 
each under the leadership of one to guide the discussion to ways, means 
and a philosophy of how each Methodist congregation within the Con- 
ference can deepen its commission by becoming more of a (1) praying 
church, (2) Bible-reading church, (3) witnessing church, (4) believing 
church, (5) by discovering where and how it can help promote church 
extension and (6) by finding ways and means of recruiting more full-time 
church workers. These groups should reassemble after each “Buzz 
Session” to share their finding. 


We suggest that the District Superintendents and the Chairmen of the 
Conference Boards involved should be on the planning committee. 


Il. Your Board also suggests that there be five Laymen’s Retreats (one 
in each of the geographical sub-districts) and that they use as much of 
this program as possible with reference to their own local situation. The 
ministers are asked to stand ready to assist in any way possible at these 
Retreats as resource leaders when they are called upon by the laymen.

3. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HOSPITALS AND HOMES 


The special committee authorized by last Annual Conference reported 
to the Conference Board of Hospitals and Homes that the Minidoka County 
authorities had awarded the contract for operation of their proposed hospital 
to another agency. 


The Board sent two of its members on a tour of church-related insti- 
tutions located in Oregon and Washington. They were Harold Menser and 
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Mrs. W. W. Foster. Mr. Menser and Mrs. Foster will report on their trip 
to the churches requesting such a report. Mr. Menser’s address is, Murtaugh, 
Idaho; Mrs. Foster’s address is 17 N. Ninth Street, Nyssa, Oregon. 


The Board plans to continue looking into possibilities of a retirement 
home for our Conference and the Board would welcome an opportunity to 
spearhead work for a convalescent center. Through stewardship of posses- 
sions and remembering the church in our wills, these institutions are possible. 


As to Program for 1960-61: 


1. We recommend that a free-will offering be authorized in each church 
of the Conference for Deaconess Children’s Home, Everett, Washing- 
ton, and that the offering be sent through the Conference Treasurer. 


2. We recommend that each Pastor emphasize the work of our church 
in the field of human welfare sometime during the year; and to 
encourage our people to remember the church in their wills. 


3. We recommend that Pastors and Christian Vocations Committees give 
special emphasis to career opportunities in the area of welfare.

4. REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON CHRISTIAN VOCATIONS 


Three continuing emphases in the work of the Conference Commission 
on Christian Vocations has proven to be of inestimable value in the recruit- 
ment and guidance program of the Idaho Conference. These emphases are 
personal counseling, the Church-related Vocations Retreat, and personal 
follow-up of those who are interested in committing themselves to callings 
within the Church. 


PERSONAL COUNSELING is carried on at each of the three senior 
youth camps. Each camper is given the opportunity of a private interview 
with a qualified counselor who has been carefully selected for this purpose. 
These have for the most part been members of Idaho Conference, either of 
the clergy or lay persons. Reports of this work are highly encouraging. 


THE CHURCH-RELATED VOCATIONS RETREAT for those seriously 
considering full time work within the Church, held each year just before 
Labor Day Week-end, is a place for fellowship, discussion, information and 
ee aaah Many aspects of Christian Service are opened up to deepened 
insight. 


PERSONAL FOLLOW-UP is done through basic information blanks sent 
to all persons whose names are sent to our Commission. The blanks are sent 
out with a personal letter and the young persons urged to continue contact 
with us through correspondence. Where we find more counseling is needed 


we try to place the person within reach of someone capable of giving the 
help needed. 


A number of our. Commission members are asked to speak to youth 
groups from time to time. Christian Vocations has been presented at various 
youth rallies through the past year. 


LOOKING AHEAD we hope to continue the above services as part of 
our program each year. This coming year we have on our agenda a coopera- 
tive venture we hope to carry on with the Board of Education and the Youth 
Council in leadership training to assist local leaders in their program of 
counseling and recruitment, perhaps on a sub-district basis. We expect to 
Deore another METHODIST PROJECTS TOUR for youth in the summer 
0. : 
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_ LITERATURE DISTRIBUTION will be as usual, at camps, youth meet- 
ings, and for personal needs. Methodist Service Projects, new each year, 
is the handbook containing information on all types of service within the 
Church. It is a necessity for your leaders. Your Pastor has a new copy 
each year. Our Commission is willing to furnish you with sample materials 
and lists) WATCH THE LITERATURE TABLE AT ANNUAL CON- 
FERENCE for various materials on vocational guidance for youth, pastors, 
leaders and parents. 


The Conference Office in Boise is the base where you can obtain several 
filmstrips on counseling, the ministry and the problem of a youth’s decision 
in vocation. Write the office for further information, P. O. Box 1692. 


Idaho Conference has the finest youth in the world. They will give 
themselves to the Church as we bring them first to Christ where commitment 
must be anchored. The open door of knowledge of opportunities within the 
Church combined with training and vision will give the Church the needed 
dedicated workers in its many faceted services.

5. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF PENSIONS 


1. Computation of needs for the Conference Year, 1960-1961: The 
amount to be included in the recommendations to the Conference Commission 
on World Service and Finance shall be $50,000. The amount of expenses for 
the Conference Board of Pensions, $250. 


2. We recommend that the annuity rate be $40 per service year for retired 
ministers, 70% for widows, 25% for dependent children and that the ratio 
for Approved Supply Pastors be the same as in the past, $35 per service 
year. 


3. The depository of all the pension funds of the Idaho Conference, 
except those monies held by the Conference Board of Pensions for relief 
funds, be the General Board of Pensions. 


4. The interest from money deposited with the Missouri Corporation. 
approximately $334 per year and the $80 per year from the Charter Fund, 
will be held by the Conference Board of Pensions for relief grants. 


5. The Ministers Reserve Pension Fund Campaign: The response of the 
churches of our Conference to the $85,000 campaign has resulted in a total 
of $68,789. We commend the action of many of our churches in their con- 
tinuance of their campaigns to raise their quota. We feel that, since many 
of our churches have met or exceeded their quota, those churches who 
have done very little or nothing have an obligation to make every effort 
to meet their quota. We expect that additional money will come in during 
1960-1961 to bring the total to $75,000-$80,000. 


6. Mrs. Earl E. Horine who has been an approved supply pastor of the 
Idaho Conference has applied for retirement. She served the Idaho Con- 
ference, as an Approved Supply Pastor, from September, 1923 to June, 1953, 
of which time a period of 28% years of service is approved. 


The Conference Board of Pensions has established that these service 
records are correct and that she is eligible for pension credit for these 
years. 


We, therefore, recommend that she be granted 28% years of approved 
service for annuity credit as an Approved Supply Pastor.

7. REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON WORLD 
SERVICE AND FINANCE 


REPORT NO. 1 


Before bringing the main report of the Commission on World Service 
and Finance to the conference, your Commission wishes to report the 
following situation and asks for instruction from the conference as to the 
solution to this problem. 


There have come to the Commission from the various Boards, Commis- 
sions, and Committees of the conference askings of $20,675.00 for the 
1960-61 conference year. According to the action of the conference last 
year, the appropriations for the coming year are to be made from the 
receipts of the year just closing. The receipts for Conference Benevolence 
for the 1959-1960 year are approximately $16,000.00. This is $4,675.00 less 
than the askings. 


REPORT NO. 2 


After making a careful study of all the financial problems of our Con- 
ference and giving consideration to all requests for funds, your Commission 
on World Service and Finance presents the following report: 


We recommend that the various funds to be raised by churches within 
the Idaho Annual Conference be designated by classes as follows: 


A. World Service and Conference Benevolence. 

B. Other Ministerial Support. 

C. Administration Expense. 

D. Conference Related and Other Institutions and Causes. 
E. Special Days.

8. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN EDUCATION 


During the conference year, 1959-1960 the Idaho Conference Board of 
Christian Education has conducted the Laboratory School for church school 
workers at Twin Falls; has conducted four camps for Intermediates, three for 
Seniors, three Family Camps, one for Older Youth; sent the Conference 
Director of Children’s Work and the Board President to the National Con- 
ference on Christian Education held in Cincinnati, Ohio, in November; spon- 
sored Miss Jennie Youngblood in six small churches of the conference. 


Mrs. A. J. Denney has worked tirelessly during the year as a volunteer 
person as Conference Director of Children’s Work. She has gone by invita- 
tion into a number of churches to aid in leadership training. Her work has 
been invaluable, and we look forward to a great deal more of the cooperative 
work in the training of the leaders of children across the conference. Mrs. 
Denney, with the aid of several pastors and other church school leaders and 
workers, conducted five Vacation Church School Institutes across the Con- 


ference, holding up methods, procedures, and approved materials for the 
enrichment of the local church program, 
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Paul V. LaRue, Conference Director of Youth Work, led a delegation 
of twenty four youths and adults to the National Convocation of Methodist 
Youth at Purdue University, Lafayette, Indiana, last August. His inspired 
leadership has brought a resurgence of interest in the work of the Meth- 
odist Youth Fellowship throughout the Idaho Conference. 


For the coming year we will again cooperate with other boards in work 
that crosses responsibility lines; we will have the Annual Laboratory School 
in Meridian, June 19th through the 24th; three or four Family Camps; the 
other regular camp sessions; an M. Y. F. Officers Workshop; a Conference 
M. Y. F. Assembly at Ontario, Oregon; we will sponsor Miss Jennie Young- 
blood and Miss Virginia Gray to conduct Laboratory-Observation classes 
in Prairie City, Oregon, Richland, Oregon, New Meadows, Idaho, Glenns 
Ferry, Idaho, Fairfield, Idaho, Castleford, Idaho, and Paul, Idaho. During the 
year, it is hoped to have a Coaching Conference for the training of Leadership 
Teachers for more work of this nature in the Conference. It is expected that 
a Director for the Wesley Foundation will be put into service as of June 1, 
1960, at Pocatello to work in Idaho State College and to cooperate with 
the First Methodist Church of Pocatello. We will continue the work with 
the other colleges of the conference in assisting them in the work with 
the students.

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A. REPORT OF THE CAMPING COMMITTEE 


he Camping program as administered through the Conference Board of 
Sarees pecs eI increasingly important function and task of this body. 
We have not only expanded the number of opportunities for participation, 
but have also fostered the increase of a variety of camping experiences 
which will appeal to many age groups. 


Last Summer we initiated some radical changes in some of our admin- 
istrative procedures. These were: 1) a system of central camp registration 
through the Conference Office in Boise. We are grateful for their coopera- 
tion in making this system work effectively. We believe this change was 
so effective that we desire to continue its operation again this year. 2). A 
Camp Comptroller was selected to handle all financial matters regarding 
the operation of our Conference camping program. While there were many 
“bugs,” this change has also been worthwhile. We are indebted to Mr. B. H. 
Youngs of the Boise-Whitney Church for the time and effort expended in 
helping us with this work. The results of this assistance are clearly under- 
stood in that for the first time in years (perhaps ever) we have the statistics 
necessary to know what our camping program is costing us and whether 
or not our camper fees are fair and adequate. 


By way of analysis, I submit the following figures which, to the best 
of my knowledge and ability, are accurate. During the camping season 
last summer, there were 763 persons participating in our program. A total 
of 9,159 meals were served. A total of 3,398 camper “days” were spent in 
our several camp sites. The total cost for the entire camping program, 
including meals, insurance, program materials, planning meeting expense, 
and every known cost which should have been assigned to our Conference 
camping program, total slightly over $7600. This did not include any capital 
improvements, these not being our responsibility. As of May 1 the actual 
cash balance on our books, the difference between all receipts and disburse- 
ments was less than $60. I submit this figure as evidence of real progress 
in the financial structure and control of our camping program, 


One further sidelight which has implications not yet clearly understood 
is an analysis of “cost per camper per day” in each of the three major camp- 
sites used last year. One must recall that different campsites have varying 
types of camps with varying numbers in attendance. But on the basis, again, 
of all costs for every and anything which could be assessed a given camp- 
site, the “Cost-per-camper-per-day” was as follows: Wallowa Lake $1.10; 
Sawtooth $2.19; Alpine $2.15 plus. 


Publicity on the program planned for this summer has been mailed to 
Pastors in the local churches. For the first time camping will. be done at the 
site on Payette Lakes. Under the leadership of our pastors in the Western 
District, Trail Camping for Older Youth will be conducted in the Wallowa 
Lake area. The Upper Snake River Sub-District will be moving into a site 
rented from the Mennonite Church of Aberdeen, Idaho. The site is in the 
Palisades Dam Area, is quite primitive in its development, but should enable 
us to camp less expensively than in the past. 


Slight re-alignment of camping fees has been approved by the Camping 
Committee this year. More close control of financial expenditures will 
enable us to study these fees more realistically another year, with possible 
downward revision.

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9. REPORT OF THE CAMP PROPERTY AND DEVELOPMENT 
COMMITTEE 


ACCOMPLISHMENTS AND GOALS: 


I. Wallowa Lake ; 
The Bailey Lodge was dedicated July 12, 1959, by Bishop Grant. 
Prior to this and since the 1959 session of the Annual Conference, 
the fireplace was completed, windows installed, and a complete 
walk-in refrigerator and a freezer compartment was _ installed 
through the generous gifts of labor and materials by Leo Hostetler 
of Boise. We now have architectural plans for a duplex sanitation 
unit. This is the number one goal for 1960. There is also urgent need 
for new housing units. 


II. Payette Lakes 

The sub-committee is at work on the master plan of development 
with a priority list of goals. This list includes a storage building and 
development of water and sanitation facilities. Through the efforts 
of Herbert E, Richards and Ledru A. Williams, we have secured and 
have in storage considerable kitchen and other camp materials 
released from the Idaho Civil Defense Organization. It is hoped that 
the Labor Day Older Youth Retreat may be held at this camp-site 
this year. 


III. Sawtooth 

The Magic Valley laymen have continued with the construction of 
the west wing of the main building including the memorial fireplace. 
This wing is now completely roofed. Three hundred fifty trees have 
been planted and the area around the dining hall has been fertilized 
and seeded to grass. Plans for 1960 include a re-working of the 
source of water supply to provide a more adequate flow of water 
during the dry season, the installation of a washroom and toilet facil- 
ities for the cooks and kitchen helpers, and the repair of tents. 


RECOMMENDATIONS: 


We recommend that — 


I. The Camp Property and Development Committee and the Camping 
Committee should be united as a single committee on camp life, 
responsible to the Board of Education. 


II. The Sawtooth and Wallowa camps be allowed $700 each, for salaries 
of caretakers during the months of June, July and August. We also 
ask for $300 for Committee travel. : 


III. We continue to make camp development a Conference Special during 
the new Quadrennium with the privilege of designating which camp 
may receive the gift, 


IV. We urge the churches to write into their budgets an item of 25¢ per 
member for camp maintenance.

10. REPORT OF THE BOARD OF CHRISTIAN SOCIAL CONCERNS 


We are pleased to note that the General Conference has approved the 
unification of the General Boards of Temperance, World Peace and Social 
and Economic Relations, that they have been given new names, and that the 
areas of responsibility for each have been more clearly defined. 


We recommend immediate adoption of the new names and that hereafter 
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the Board be known as the Conference Board of Christian Social Concerns, 
and that its three committees be known as the Committee on Temperance 
and General Welfare; the Committee on Peace and World Order; and the 
Committee on Human Relations and Economic Affairs. 


_ Weurge the early appointment of a director of Christian Social Relations 
in each district, as approved at General Conference, to assist in promoting 
understanding and action in each area of social concerns. 


We call attention to the fact that Methodism’s new organization for 
social action calls for a “required’’ Commission on Christian Social Concerns 
in every local church. It shall be the responsibility of these commissions to 
conduct programs of research, education and action centering around the 
following Christian Social concerns: 


Committee on Temperance and General Welfare: alcohol problems, 
addiction to injurious habits such as use of tobacco and drugs; gambling; 
pornography, juvenile delinquency and crime; penal system and rehabilita- 
tion; mental health and medical care; problems associated with the aging; 
population, and planned parenthood; traffic safety; and such other concerns 
as the General Board may specify. 


Committee on Peace and World Order: American foreign policy; United 
Nations and related international organizations; disarmament and nuclear 
weapon control; space control; foreign aid; tariffs and trade; immigration 
and naturalization; military policy and conscription legislation; conscientious 
objectors and the draft; and such other concerns as the General Board may 
specify. 


Committee on Human Relations and Economic Affairs: Race relations; 
civil liberties; public policy on education; church and state relations; civic 
responsibility; labor-management relations; agriculture; conservation; gov- 
ernment and private economic policy and practice; technological change; 
unemployment; housing; and such other concerns as the General Board may 
specify. 

We urge the local church commission to organize discussion groups and 
forums for the purpose of studying vital issues in these areas of social 
concerns. The lively interaction of Christian minds focused on these prob- 
lems can help to clarify our thinking and help make us more effective 
“leaven” in our society. Finding, filtering, focusing, facing and following 
facts can be one way of worshipping God with all our minds as we seek to 
discover and implement His preferences in the affairs of His great human 
family. 

The Board of Christian Social Concerns has continued to function through 
its component committees with the Board serving as their coordinating 
agency. Reports of each of the Committees follow this report. 


Meetings of the Board and its committees were held in Boise on October 
2 and January 27. 


Each of the Committees of the Board was represented at the Regional 
Briefing Conference in Portland. 


Your Chairman represented the Board at the Churchman’s Washington 
Seminar in February sponsored by major denominations of the National 
Council of Churches. 


Sub-District Chairmen have been appointed to organize Sub-District 
meetings of local church Christian Social Relations Commissions at which 
members of the three committees comprising this Board may give leadership 
in the possibilities for Christian social action and study. 


The Conference Board urges that local church commissions feel free to 
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call upon members of the Conference Board for advice and help in their 
local programs. 


Budget requests for the three committees are as follows:

A. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE 
AND GENERAL WELFARE 


1. Recommendations: 


a. We recommend strong support of the Idaho Allied Civic Forces 
through cash contributions, subscriptions to the “Idaho Challenge,” 
local churches sending representatives to the Annual Convention, 
moral support, and study of the IACF “Statement of Policy.” 

b. We recommend that each local church conduct the 1960-61 church-wide 
Mission Study, using the book, “Stumbling Block” by Dr. Douglas 
Jack. 

c. We recommend that CONTACT again be supplied to all ministers 
who request it, all members of the Board of Christian Social Concerns, 
and the Executive Secretary of the Idaho Narcotics-Aleohol Education 
Foundation, Inc. 

d. We again recommend support of the Idaho Narcotics-Aleohol Educa- 
tion Foundation, Inc., within Idaho, and the Oregon Temperance 
League (or successor) within Oregon, through special offerings and 
speaking engagements by leaders of these organizations, with consent 
of local pastors. 

e. We recommend that each local church combat the problem of porno- 
graphic literature. We urge that persons receiving such literature 
via the mails promptly turn it over to local postmasters. We urge 
that before action is taken in this field, our leaders read “Obscenity 
a by Dan Lacy in the CHRISTIAN CENTURY, May 

f. We urge local churches to initiate petitions calling for elections on 
liquor by the drink, where needed. 

g. We recommend that local churches observe Commitment Day in some 
way on the first Sunday in December, or other appropriate date, using 
the excellent materials that may be secured from the General Board 
and flexibly adapted to local situations. 

h. We recommend that local churches use the new 10 minute color film, 
“Stop Driving Us Crazy.” Pending adoption of the budget below we 
plan to purchase this film for the use of our Conference. It will be in 
the Conference Office in Boise.

a. We request support of the Conference to conduct an alcohol seminar on 
a college campus this year,

B. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PEACE AND WORLD ORDER 


One of the major functions of the Church of Jesus Christ and of all those 
who would walk in his way, is to be the conscience of the human family. 
The Christian Church believes that God’s order is in many ways implemented 
by the state. We thus encourage Christians to work in establishing struc- 
tures of state which are responsible to the will of God. When, however, the 
state follows policies that limit, or contradict, God’s order, Christians must 
speak out in word and deed. 


Several tendencies that cannot be reconciled to God’s order are now 
evident within policies among nations. We wish to enumerate several of 
these tendencies: 


(1) The assumption that nations may use any means to protect the national 
interests. The Christian must seriously question the military programs 
of the nations. Some of the new areas Christians must question are 
the modern means of spying, the threat of nuclear warfare, the testing 
of nuclear weapons, the use of biological warfare, the rearmament of 
West Germany and Japan, and the establishment of missile bases. 

(2) The assumption of self-righteousness among the nations. Until the 
nations approach international relations with a policy of repentance 
that admits guilt, forgiveness, and need for renewal, there are only 
limited possibilities of reconciliation among the nations. 

(3) The assumption by nations that one side is all good and the other side 
is all evil. It follows from this that a nation cannot have sincere nego- 
tiations with the other side; the extreme situation being that of no 
relationships, as in the case of the United States and the Peoples Repub- 
lic of China. This assumption limits the lessening of tensions among 
nations. 

(4) The assumption that politics among the nations is a matter of military 
might. This attitude limits the development of social and economic 

"programs to aid the underdeveloped areas of the world. It allows little 
place for the implementation of God’s love in the human family. 


There is little doubt that the challenge of achieving world peace will be 
one of the great issues of the coming decade. The apocalyptic nature of a 
third world war, involving the use of weapons of mass annihilation makes 
disarmament the most crucial issue before the nations of the world. 


Dr. Ralph W. Sockman, in an address to the General Board of World 
Peace last November, said that what is most needed in working for world 
peace is “a Christ-like imagination, an ability to put ourselves in the places 
of others. In war, we led boys to battle because the end justifies the means, 
but we came out of the war with confused ends. We found that the end 


stultified the means.” 
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h mic problems involved in disarmament must be confronted 
Peiiscnty oud Lautaecousty) We recommend the widespread study of the 
booklet, “If The Arms Race Ends” published by the Board of World Peace 
of the Methodist Church (15¢). 


We urge the establishment of a Secretary of Peace as a position in the 
President’s Cabinet. The creation of this office would be a dramatic mani- 
festation of our desire for peace to all the world. 


We call upon all our people to help make the United Nations an effective 
instrument for settling world tensions. Under United Nations supervision 
such proposals as “the open sky policy” could become a reality and an im- 
portant step in the direction of disarmament and world peace. 


The fact that the population of the world reached one billion in 1830; 
two billion in 1930; and that it will reach three billion in this year, and may 
reach six billion by the year 2000, is a consideration of importance not only 
for economists but also for all people. It makes more urgent disarmament 
and the channeling of billions saved for programs of economic development. 
It means the use of atomic energy for peaceful purposes. It means greater 
support of United Nations programs of Food and Population Organization. 


This is World Refugee Year and local churches should explore the possi- 
bility of sponsoring a refugee family. It is hoped that thousands of Dutch 
Indonesian refugees now admissible to our country will be followed by other 
needy refugees, if adequate legislation is provided. Gifts to the Methodist 
Committee for Overseas Relief will aid this program if you are unable to 
sponsor a refugee.

C. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HUMAN RELATIONS 
AND ECONOMIC AFFAIRS 


RELEVANCE 


“The parish of today is inescapably involved in social relations. It is a 
social institution living in a social setting from which it could not escape 
if it tried. The question is not whether it will have social and economic 
relations, but whether these relationships will be Christian. . . 


“The special concern of Christian social and economic relations is the 
impact of the Gospel upon people’s relationships with each other — their 
social and economic relations. These extend from the daily concerns of 
family life and work and play to the problems of the local community and 


gets and all the way up to the great issues of national and international 
affairs. 


“The Gospel is for all men, for all nations, for the world of nature and 
the worlds beyond worlds. The Gospel does not exist for the Church. It is 
the other way around: The Church exists to proclaim the Gospel. The Church 
is interested in the price of bread, in the purity of the water supply, the 
loneliness of the aged, the prosperity of the garment industry, the develop- 
ment of antibiotics, and the probation and parole system, because the 
Gospel is about these things.”

ACTIVITIES 


Churches were urged to observe “Social Creed” Sunday on Janu iy 
and Race Relations Sunday on February 14. of anuary 1%, 


P. Malcolm Hammond attended the Human Relations Conference in 
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Dallas, Texas, and has given numerous interesting reports to churches 
concerning this Conference, 


The Committee was represented by Erwin Schwiebert at a_planning 
session in Vancouver, Washington, in November to prepare for the Industrial 
Relations Conference to be held in Portland and Seattle on January 26-28, 
1961. It will be held under the joint sponsorship of the Oregon, Pacific 
Northwest and Idaho Conferences. The Committee urges those concerned 
with labor-management relations to keep these dates in mind. Key figures 
nationally will be resource persons for this constructive approach to better 
labor-management relations through economic understanding. 


AFFIRMATIONS 


There are many specific areas of Christian social and economic concern. 
Here are some that have been lifted up by the Committee. It is well for each 
local church to discover particular areas of concern in the local community 
as well as in the wider world. 


1. Accusations of Communists in our Churches 


Statements recently made in an Air Force Reserve Training Manual 
concerning the churches of America, remind us again that the church must 
be vigilant to every attempted curtailment or threatened infringement of 
historic liberties. 


We are shocked by the libelous and untrue accusations that have been 
made against the churches of our country, the National Council of Churches, 
and the outstanding scholars who participated in the preparation of the 
Revised Standard Version of the Bible. 


We reaffirm our confidence in the National Council of Churches, its 
constituent members and its leadership which has always recognized that 
the best bulwark against communism is a “free ministry in a free pulpit 
preaching to a free people.” 


2. Education 


a. Whereas we welcome constructive and rightly placed criticism, we 
deplore the current “fad” making it popular to run down the public school 
system. This practice can do little but demean the efforts of all dedicated 
and hard working teachers, school boards, and parents. 


b. The question of whether our public schools will be financed locally, 
or by the federal government, is one that each person must decide for him- 
self, then take appropriate action. 


c. We do not desire that public funds, collected by taxation, should be 
used in any manner to support church operated institutions, educational or 
otherwise. 


3. Agriculture 


a. The church makes itself relevant to the farm community when the 
minister and the lay people show informed concern for justice, responsibility 
and love to be expressed in prices, costs, living conditions and labor-farmer 
relationships. 


b. The bill coming before Congress on the matter of migrant workers’ 
education and housing, needs to be examined and encouraged, or discouraged, 
in the light of the best interests of all concerned. 


4. Labor-Management Relationships 


a. The church can help by clarifying the claims of both labor and man- 
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agement; by making known the ethical and spiritual issues involved; and, 
by taking a positive stand in support of these principles, seeking to bring 
about reconciliation between labor and management. 


5. Politics 


a. One of the most significant decisions Christians make periodically, in 
the field of social concerns, is the election of candidates for public office. We 
urge the prayerful consideration of the qualifications, record, stand on issues, 
and the philosophy and principles of said candidates. We hope that no 
Christian will fail to register and vote in both primary and general elections. 


b. In view of modern high costs of political campaigns we should also 
give thought to supporting candidates and parties of our choice as indi- 
viduals with campaign aids in the form of time and money. Here is an 
opportunity to reaffirm the significance of the individual in a democratic 
republic. 


c. Believing that the Church should have something to say regarding 
the recurring question of a man’s religious belief and public office, we 
recommend that all candidates be questioned carefully as to their own 
position on certain public policies such as the following: 


(1) What would be your policy concerning appointment of an Ambas- 
sador from the U.S. or a Personal Representative to the Vatican? 


(2) Do you accept the position of the Roman Catholic Church on union 
of Church and State, or the American principle of separation of 
church and state as provided in our constitution? 


(3) What is your attitude on financing parochial schools with public 
funds ? 


6. Taxes 


Inasmuch as taxation is a compulsory distribution of the fruit of men’s 
aeee we urge prayerful consideration of all proposals for the use of tax 
unds. 


7. Conclusion 


“The truth is that there is only one way to be a Christian — the full-time 
way.

13. REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON HOSPITAL INSURANCE 
I. MEMBERSHIP: 


At this writing a total of 48 are included in our Group Hospital Insurance 
Program. The Committee wishes to remind new members of the Conference 
that there is a time-limit for eligibility in the program. Once this time 
limit has expired they may not apply for membership in our Insurance Plan. 
This is a requirement laid upon us by the Ministers Life and Casualty Union 
which handles our program, 


II. FINANCIAL STATUS: 


During the past four quarters which included the June, September, and 
December, 1959, and March, 1960 payments, the following amounts have 
been paid to the Ministers Life and Casualty Union in premium payments:

Against this total of $5,205.85 paid in premiums, members of our Con- 
ference have received since June, 1959, total benefits of $3,667.17. Members 
of the Conference are reminded of the recommendation adopted by the 1958 
session of the Annual Conference, regarding delinquencies in premium pay- 
ment by members. This resolution calls for dropping from the plan any 
member who is more than one (1) quarter in arrears, after receiving due 
notice and having failed to make necessary arrangements. 


: We encourage our members to make prompt payment as we must main- 
tain as high a percentage of participation as possible to receive such gen- 
erous benefits as we now enjoy. 


We further remind our members that any changes in salary schedule 
necessarily affect the percentage which they must pay in relation to the 
Conference share of their individual premium. To enable our members to 
better visualize this, we request that the schedule of salary-premium rates 
published in the 1959 Journal appear again this year. 


III. COVERAGE: 


Frequent inquiries have been addressed to the Committee concerning the 
allowances in our present coverage for hospital room. At present our 


In view of the raise in premium rate only last year, the Committee does 
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not wish to make any recommendation concerning increased coverage at this 
time. However, we feel it our duty to inform the members that the next 
scale of coverage would allow us $15.00 per day for hospital room. This 
would entail, of course, an increase in premium rate. 


Any consideration of increased coverage on this one item would have to 
be recommended for study this year in consultation with the World Service 
and Finance Commission. The Committee would appreciate instructions on 
this matter from this Annual Conference session.

14. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE WOMAN’S SOCIETY 
OF CHRISTIAN SERVICE 


Progress can be measured in several ways —in membership gains — in 
the organization of new Woman’s Societies and Wesleyan Service Guilds — 
in fellowship and in spiritual growth. This year Idaho Conference Woman’s 
Society has gone forward in all of these areas. 


Membership of the Conference Woman’s Society as of June 1, 1959 was 
4,864 and 266 members of the Wesleyan Service Guild making a total of 
5,130. Reports for the first two periods of this year show there are over 
two hundred new members since the June 1st date. 


According to the 20th Annual Report of the Woman’s Division, Idaho 
Conference gave $21,784.98 on appropriations. This includes salaries of 
missionaries, deaconesses, maintenance of buildings and property, and new 
work and projects. Additional offerings from the Week of Prayer and Self 
Denial, cash for Supply Work and supplementary gifts bring the over-all 
figure to $26,085.45. 


For the last three years we have sponsored the support of Miss Margaret 
Toothman, a registered nurse serving in the Clinica Americana La Paz, 
Bolivia, and again this year we contributed over $500 toward the salary of 
the minister in Paul, Idaho. Local Societies have contributed additional 
hundreds of dollars in gifts and service to their own local churches. 


To promote missionary education in our Conference a Conference-wide 
School of Missions is conducted in July each year at the College of Idaho 
in Caldwell under the direction of the Board of Education in Nashville and 
the Woman’s Division of Christian Service. Four approved study courses are 
presented at the School of Missions. These include Foreign Missions, Home 
Missions, Christian Social Relations and Spiritual Life studies. This year 
130 women attended Jurisdiction and Conference Schools and 292 attended 
fall seminars. 


Monthly programs in local societies have included missionary education 
and information concerning Africa, Town and Country, City Missions, Stew- 
ardship and Christian Vocations, and along Christian Social Relations lines, 
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programs and discussions have been presented concerning the United 
Nations, Migrant work, Race Relations, Peace and Refugees, Giving to 
M. C. O. R.— Crusade Scholarships, and Literature and Literacy has in- 
creased and will continue to receive special emphasis. 


Through Secretaries of Student Work, students and service men away 
from home maintain contact with their local church. Christian Vocations 
and Youth Work are important phases of our work. The Secretary of 
Spiritual Life reports that there is a Secretary of Spiritual Life in every 
local society. We feel that this is important for as we grow spiritually, we 
move forward toward greater fields of service and Christian responsibility. 


Our quota of six delegates attended the Jurisdiction Meeting in Portland 
in October. There were also a number of women who attended at their own 
expense, or at the expense of their local society. Nineteen were present at 
the Idaho Conference dinner. This meeting was a time of rich fellowship 
and inspiration for all. 


Miss Celia Cowan, Missionary from Africa, recently returned, itinerated 
our Conference this year, and plans are in the making for the itineration of 
Mrs. W. B. Landrum, a field worker for the Woman’s Division, October 1st 
to 15th, 1960. 


The Conference Woman’s Society has started a film library, making 
films and film strips available through the Conference Office in Boise. We 
wish to express our appreciation to the District Superintendents for their 
cooperation and help in making this service possible. It is our hope that 
these visual aids will be helpful to local Woman’s Societies, to youth and 
other church groups in their program planning and may be a means of 
stimulating a greater interest in the world wide mission of the church.

15. REPORT OF HEIFER PROJECT, INC. 


We are happy to report to this Conference the onward progress of the 
Heifer Project, Inc. We now have a national Promotional Secretary, Rev. 
LeRoy M. Kutz, Jr., who is maintained on the field by the Methodist Church 
for the year of 1960. 


Heifer Project works in cooperation with Church World Service of the 
National Council of Churches of Christ in the U. S. A., and in consultation 
with Agricultural Missions, Inc. Also with groups and organizations which 
concern themselves with bettering international relations. One of our 
objectives is to promote peace and good will and the pay-off is everywhere 
we have gone with this expression of Christian love. 


Projects for 1960 contain the shipments of heifers, goats, pigs, calves, 
chicks, rabbits, turkey poults, turkey eggs, sheep and bulls. These will go 
to Mexico, Nepal, Nigeria, Pakistan, Turkey, Japan, Jordan, Haiti .. . 
(1,000 chicks went to the Methodist Mission there in August, 1959), Greece, 
West Germany, Ecuador, British West Indies, Afghanistan, Austria, Bel- 
gian Congo and U. S. A, Indians. 


In 1959 there were 111 shipments made to 28 countries. A total of: 502 
cattle, 157 goats, 34,113 chicks, 531 pigs, 119 rabbits and 391 sheep. 


One of the assumptions of the Heifer Project is that, “Men, women and 
children, created in the image of God, are the supreme values of life on this 
earth. All people were created to live a full life.’ Our main objective is to 
develop and maintain a sound, non-profit Christian organization which will 
share these animals for the relief and rehabilitation of under-developed 
countries of the world. The native cows in Africa average one quart of 
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milk per day. When crossed with our American animals, the gain has been 
from three to five times as much — even in the first generation. In Greece, 
milk production tripled when our purebred Jersey bulls, 180 head, were sent 
there. The pay-off is everywhere in relief as well as good will. 


As Northwest Director of this project, I want to thank the Methodist 
Church for its splendid support: Pens Grant, the ministers, Sunday School 
superintendents, teachers, pupils and the Daily Vacation Church Schools.

16. REPORT OF THE CONFERENCE M.-Y. F. 


The Methodist Youth Fellowship in the Idaho Conference has been sadly 
neglected in recent years. 


Membership figures in the last two years show that an increase in 
membership is nil and literally stagnant. Coordination of the Sub-Districts 
is non-existent, and the majority of the local churches are not even aware 
that a Conference M. Y. F, Council exists, the reason being that very little 
or no publicity is ever released. 


Any activity that is undertaken at the Conference level is next to an 
impossibility because it involves a tremendous amount of responsibility 
that is way too large for one individual to fill on a part-time basis. 


This is the crux of our whole problem. It is unfair and simply impossible 
for one person to do an adequate job as Youth Director on a part-time basis 
and at the same time maintain his responsibilities at his parish. 


I have pointed out some of the weaknesses above. The problems stem 
from not having someone to direct and coordinate the activities and duties 
of the Conference M. Y. F. The only solution to this dilemma is to hire a 
full-time Director of Youth Work, and this doesn’t mean an Executive 
Secretary. 


Until this is done, we will be shrugging the responsibility we have to 
our young people. This magnanimous responsibility is to keep and retain 
our young people in the church. We are presently ignoring the fact that 
our young people are not being reached. 


These youth are the church of tomorrow and if we expect them to 
survive and thrive then we must do something today. We must hire a full- 
time Director of Youth Work!

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VIII. MEMOIRS 


FRANK IRWIN POAGE 


Frank Irwin Poage was born April 11, 1868, at Newton, Iowa, and passed 
away October 19, 1959, at Nampa, Idaho. 


He attended Iowa College (now Grinnell); taught school in Utah, 1891-94, 
and entered the ministry of the Methodist Church in 1897. He was graduated 
from Boston University, School of Theology in 1905. He held pastorates at 
McAlester, Perry, Pawhuska, and Muskogee in Oklahoma, serving there 
before it became a state. He served Methodist and Presbyterian Churches 
in Evanston, Wyoming; held pastorates at Kuna, Idaho, and served suburban 
churches near Boise. He gave up full-time work as a minister in 1924, and 
became a resident of Nampa, Idaho. He officially retired in 1939 but supplied 
pulpits in Southwestern Idaho and Eastern Oregon, and taught a Bible Class 
for men at the First Methodist Church of Nampa for twenty-five years. He 
engaged in business for some years; and was editorial writer for the Nampa 
Free Press and a Director of the Free Press Publishing Company. He was 
Justice of Peace in Nampa and State Senator from Canyon County. 


Interment took place at Kohlerlawn Cemetery in Nampa. 


CLARENCE IVAN ANDREWS 


Clarence Ivan Andrews was born in Wisconsin, September 29, 1874, and 
passed away May 15, 1960, at Anaheim, California at the age of 85 years. 
He was ordained to the Christian ministry at Wauwatosa, Wisconsin in 
1904, and served various pastorates in that state for a period of fourteen 
years. He later served pastorates in the states of Montana and Oregon and 
became a professor at the Kimball School of Theology at Salem, Oregon. 
He served as director of Religious Education for the Oregon Conference for 
some time. He served on the staff at Gooding College at Gooding, Idaho; 
held pastorates in Southern California - Arizona Conference serving at 
Nogales, Arizona. He also served the Churches of Kimberly and Dietrich 
in the Idaho Conference, and retired in 1948. He became a resident of 
Anaheim, California, and was Associate Pastor and Minister of Visitation 
of the Methodist Church of Anaheim.

F. CONSTITUTION OF HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


Article I—This organization shall be called “The Historical Society of the 
Idaho Conference of the Methodist Church.” 


Article II—The object of this Society shall be to secure and preserve all 
possible historical information relative to the past, present, and future of the 
Conference, the several changes, and the ministerial personnel thereof. 


Article III—AIl members and probationers of the Idaho Conference shall 
be members of this Society. 


Article [V—The officers of this Society shall be: President, Vice-President, 
Secretary-Treasurer, Historian, and six Trustees. All these shall constitute 
a Board of Directors. 


Article V—The Board of Directors of the Society, after the first election, 
shall be nominated annually by the Nominating Committee and elected by the 
Conference; nominations may be made on the Conference floor if a member 
so desires. The Trustees shall be equally represented from each district, and 
be elected in classes; two for three years, two for two years, and two for one 
year. Thereafter two directors shall be elected each year to serve for three 
years or until their successors are elected. 


Article VI—The Articles and/or By-Laws of this Society may be amended, 
or new ones made, by a two-thirds vote of the members of the Society present. 


BY-LAWS 


1—It shall be the duty of the members of this Society to collect and preserve 
all possible historical information and data relating to Methodism in the 
Idaho Conference, and deposit the same with the Secretary of the Society. 


2—The President shall preside at all meetings of the Directors of the So- 
society. In his absence the Vice-President shall preside. 


3—The Secretary-Treasurer shall act both as Recording and Corresponding 
Secretary. He shall keep an explicit record of the proceedings of the 
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Directors at its meetings and preserve the same. He shall conduct the 
general correspondence, and shall properly designate and classify all his- 
torical matter that may be received by him, and by whom it was given and 
the date received. 


4—The Historian shall write a History of the Conference and its several 
changes, as material may be secured, and shall submit the same to the 
Board of Directors.

After you have met all the requirements, if 
you are of draft age, fill out a set of the triplicate “Blank for Ministerial 
Student Asking for Exemption Under Selective Service Act,” for filing with 
your local Draft Board, the Conference Board of Ministerial Training and 
the Seminary with which you are pre-registered. Type the answer to para- 
graph 3 on the blanks, sign them in longhand and send them to V. Leon 
Bolen, 525 Garfield, Pocatello, Idaho, who will in turn mail them to the semi- 
nary of your choice, which will return a copy to him and to you for your 
Draft Board.

. Each candidate must present the Registrar a certificate of graduation or 
a transcript of credits before the Board will recognize any of his 
educational claims. 


. Each undergraduate and each approved Supply Pastor, and each appli- 
cant for Admission on Credentials, shall take the Conference Course of 
Study from Nashville, Tennessee, unless excused by the Conference 
Board of Ministerial Training according to the standards set forth by 
the “Discipline.” The fee for each course is $1.50. 


. Each undergraduate and Approved Supply Pastor is responsible for 
initiating correspondence with Nashville, Tennessee, not later than 
November 1, preceding the Annual Conference session at which he seeks 
advancement. He should report to the instructors the “Year” of the 
Course of Study in which the Conference Board of Ministerial Training 
has placed him, and his goal in taking the course.

Each pastoral charge shall elect one Lay Member for each Ministerial 
Member representing that charge, up to the number of two Lay Mem- 
bers. 


. If the Lay Member and Reserve Lay Members are unable to attend 


the Annual Conference, the Quarterly Conference of that pastoral 

charge shall elect an additional Reserve Lay Member. 

a. Reserve Lay Member, in the absence of the Lay Member, may 
serve on Conference Bodies to which the Lay Member belongs. 


. It is suggested that the Lay Member and Lay Leader of each pastoral 


charge be made members of the Pastoral Relations Committee of 
the charge.

a. Maximum age for reception into the Annual Conference on trial 
—35 years. (Exception to this rule only through three-fourths

b. Minimum educational requirement: graduation with a bachelor 
degree from a regularly-approved college or university. 

c. When admitted on trial, a man shall be assigned to a member of 
the Board of Ministerial Training, who shall assist him through 
counsel and fellowship during his undergraduate period. 

In Full Connection— 

as Maximum age for reception into the Annual Conference in full 
connection—37 years. (Exception to this rule only through three- 
fourths affirmative vote in Ministerial Executive Session.) 

b. The candidate shall furnish acceptable certificates of physical and 
ental fitness to the Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifi- 
cations. 
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c. The candidate shall have been graduated from a seminary approved 
by the University Senate of The Methodist Church. (Exception to 
this rule only through three-fourths affirmative vote in Ministerial 
Executive Session, providing that the Disciplinary requirements 
are not waived.) 

d. Candidates from other denominations shall: 

—take the Introductory Studies for the Ministry ; 

—take such other studies as may seem advisable to the Board of 
Ministerial Training and Qualifications; 

—serve under a District Superintendent for one year, as an Ap- 
proved Supply Pastor On Trial. 


General Rules— 

a. The Cabinet shall communicate with all undergraduate Conference 
members (and aspiring undergraduates) who are left without ap- 
pointment to attend school at least 90 days before Annual Con- 
ference sessions begin, requesting them to state any change desired 
in their conference relationship. 

b. All applicants for Admission on Trial and In Full Connection into 
the Annual Conference shall communicate with the Chairman of 
the Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifications at least 60 
days before Annual Conference sessions begin. 

c. The Conference Relation of any Ministerial Member may be brought 
up for discussion only in Ministerial Executive Session. 


II 
Rules Relating to the Organization of the Annual Conference 


A. Annual Conference Bodies: 


1. The Conference Committee on Nominations shall be composed of the 


District Superintendents, the two District Lay Leaders and one lay 

person and one clergyman elected at large by the Annual Conference. 

a. They shall nominate for all Boards, Commissions and Committees 
not otherwise provided for by the Discipline. 


. Annual Conference Bodies to be nominated include: 


Board of Ministerial Training and Qualifications, Committee on Con- 
ference Relations, District Committees on Ministerial Qualifications, 
Committee on Investigation, District Boards of Church Location and 
Building, Board of Trustees of the Annual Conference, Commission on 
World Service and Finance, Commission on Town and Country Work, 
Deaconess Board, Board of Missions, Board of Education, Board of 
Christian Social Relations (unifying Committee on World Peace, Board 
of Temperance, Board of Social and Economic Relations), Board of 
Lay Activities, Board of Hospitals and Homes, Board of Evangelism, 
Board of Pensions (including Committee on Reserve Pensions), Com- 
mission on Christian Vocations, Quadrennial Committee (or Suc- 
cessor), Board of Trustees of Historical Society, Committee on Reso- 
lutions and Courtesies, Committee on Memoirs, Audit Committee, 
Committee on Daily Procedure, Committee on Moving Expenses, Com- 
mittee on Travel Expenses, Committee on Conference Rules, Tele- 
vision, Radio and Film Commission, Camp Development Committee 
(three persons from the Board of Education; three persons from the 
Board of Trustees; and three persons (lay) from each district). 


. Limitation of consecutive tenure on above bodies—eight years. 


a. Exceptions to the above rule apply to ex-officio members of the 
bodies and to the time spent in serving unexpired terms made neces- 
sary by vacancies. 


. No Conference member who has reached the permissive age of re- 


tirement shall be nominated for membership on the Committee on 
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Conference Relations, the Board of Pensions, or the World Service 
and Finance Commission. : 

5. All members of Conference bodies shall be listed in the Conference 
Journal by name and church. 


6. Each Conference body shall organize as soon as possible with a Chair- 
man, Vice-Chairman and Secretary. Unless otherwise provided, the 
first named shall be the convener. Officers shall be so indicated in the 
Conference Journal. 


7. All Conference bodies shall have plenary powers in the interim be- 
tween sessions of the Annual Conference, or Quadrennial Committee 
(or successor). However, their actions and enactments shall be re- 
ported to the Annual Conference for confirmation. 


8. The Committee on Conference Program shall include the Cabinet, 
Conference Lay Leader, Pastor, Lay Leader and Annual Conference 
Lay Member of the host church. 


B. Annual Conference Reports: 


1. Pre-Conference Reports: 

a. Conference bodies shall submit pre-conference reports to the Con- 
ference Office not less than 60 days before Annual Conference. 

b. Pre-conference reports shall be mimeographed and mailed to all 
Conference members not less than 30 days before Annual Con- 
ference. 

c. Pre-conference reports shall be mimeographed on 8% x 11 inch 
paper with lines numbered 1 to 55 at the left of the page. 


2. Pastor’s conference reports shall be delivered to the Conference Office 
(or as directed by statistical officers) not less than seven days prior 
to Annual Conference. 

3. Material to be printed in the Conference Journal shall be typed and 
delivered to the Conference Secretary before the end of the Annual 
Conference. 

4. The Conference office shall be the depository in the interim between 


Annual Conference Sessions for all papers not specifically required in 
other hands. 


C. Annual Conference Finances: 
1. Budgets of Annual Conference bodies: 


a. The Budget (and accompanying program) shall be submitted to 
the Quadrennial Committee (or successor) for approval 90 days 
prior to the opening of Annual Conference. 


b. The Budget shall then be forwarded by the Quadrennial Committee 
(or successor) to the Commission on World Service and Finance. 


2. Fiscal year, as in other Conferences of the Portland Area, shall begin 
on June 1 and close on May 81. 


a. The June salary shall be paid to a minister by the local church 
to which he is appointed at the Annual Conference. 

b. Unless otherwise agreed upon, the salary of the pastor transferred 
more than a month before or after the Conference sessions, shall 
begin when the pastor takes over his new responsibilities. 

3. Pastor’s Expense Fund shall include all monies paid to the Pastor of 
the church, other than salary, to reimburse him for expenses incurred 
in the discharge of his pastoral duties. 

4. The Committee on Travel Expense shall disburse travel expense money 
to Conference Members who incurred travel expense, either by driving 
their own car, or by utilizing rail, bus or air transportation, on appor- 
tionment by the Commission on World Service and Finance. 
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5. Travelers to interim meetings of Conference bodies shall be reimbursed 
at the rate of 6 cents per mile round trip. Necessary expense for 
meals and lodging shall be allowed. 

a. When more than one Conference Body is involved, expenses shall 
be shared equitably. 

6. Moving Expense Fund: 

a. Ministers in detached service and ministers going out of the Con- 
ference have no claim on this fund. 

b. Moving bills for men moving within the Conference, will be paid 
by the Conference Treasurer, after their approval by the Minister 
and a representative of the Moving Expense Committee. The fund 
will pay the complete bill but the church to which the minister 
moves will be notified by the Treasurer that it is responsible for 
35 per cent of the bill. The Conference Treasurer may borrow from 
general reserves of the Conference, up to the amount received from 
the churches the previous year, in the event that moving bills 
presented exhaust the Moving Expense Fund. 

ce. The Fund will pay moving expenses of men moving into the Con- 
ference up to and including $200.00 with the church to which he 
is moving paying 35 per cent of the bill, up to and including $70. 
(Note: This does not limit the right of any local church to pay 
the complete moving expense of a minister moving into the Con- 
ference; it merely limits the responsibility of the Moving Fund.) 

d. The Moving Expense Fund will pay only for the shipment of 
household goods and personal effects. 

e. The following instructions will be handed to the mover when he 
is hired: “We will pay for the use of one wardrobe in addition 
to the regular rates and Federal tax. Any extra charges for pack- 
ing boxes or special insurance are the minister’s personal respons- 
ibility and should be collected from him.” 

f. An unpaid “moving bill” assessment against a church shall pre- 
vent the Moving Expense Fund from assuming responsibility toward 
future moving bills. 


III 
Rules Relating to the Procedure in Annual Conference Sessions 


A, Entertainment of the Annual Conference: 


1. Host church will seek to provide lodging and breakfast for all Annual 
Conference members (including wives of ministers), members of 
Annual Conference bodies who are not members of the Conference; 
retired ministers and their wives; widows of ministers; ministerial 
students; ministers under special appointment; and ministerial can- 
didates. 

2. The Annual Conference shall assume all expenses of the Annual 
Conference session, subject to a $750.00 maximum. Expenses would 
include the following: 

a. Episcopal travel and entertainment expense. 

b. Conference speaker (s) expenses and honorarium (ia). 
c. Printing and publicity costs. 

d. Office expenses attributable to the Annual Conference. 


3. Evening offerings during Annual Conference shall accrue to the Con- 
ference treasury. : 


B. Expediting the Annual Conference Business: 
1. The Quadrennial Committee (or successor) shall furnish host church 
with a list of board and committee meetings to be printed in the 
Conference program at least 60 days before Annual Conference. 
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2. Official lists of lay members and reserves shall be provided the Con- 
ference Secretary by the District Superintendents before the opening 
session of Annual Conference. 

3. All members of the Annual Conference, including probationers and 
approved supply pastors shall attend the sessions of the Annual Con- 
ference. 

a. Upon motion of his District Superintendent, a member may be 
excused from any part, or all, of a Conference session, by vote of 
the Conference. 


4. The Committee on Daily Procedure shall facilitate the handling of 
Conference business by scheduling reports and resolutions in the 
most expeditious manner possible. 


5. No report shall be before the Annual Conference for consideration 
unless it has been put in the hands of Conference members in mimeo- 
graphed form not later than three hours prior to its presentation to 
the Annual Conference session. 

a. This rule is automatically waived if said report had been included 
in the Pre-Conference Reports. 


6. Motions, reports and resolutions of import shall be in writing and be 
presented to the Conference Secretary before being introduced as 
business on the floor of Conference. 


7, Annual Conference members shall be within the bar of Conference 
for voting privileges. 


8. A Layman, though not a member of Annual Conference, if he is 
serving on an Annual Conference body may be entitled to the privi- 
lege of the floor of Conference, but shall not be entitled to the privi- 
lege of vote. 


9. Approved Supply Pastors serving churches, are eligible for com- 
mittee assignment and floor participation, without vote. 


10. A person who wishes to speak on the floor of Conference must arise 
and address the Chair. He shall not proceed until he has been properly 
recognized by the Presiding Officer. 

11. No person shall speak on any question more than once, until all who 
wish to do so have spoken. He shall not speak more than ten minutes 
except by permission of the Conference. 

12. The Conference Rules of Order shall not be amended, altered or 
suspended except by three-fourths vote of those present and voting. 

13. The Rules of Order adopted by the preceding General Conference 


shall be authoritative on all questions not referred to, or fully treated 
in these Conference Rules of Order.
